Neither is 
there any Proeſtationito Our knowledge publiſhed in Our 
name of Our teadernefle ofthe milcries of /refand,and Our 
Reſolution to maintainethe Proteſtant Religion, & Laves 
of this Kingdame' , 'that is nor-the Proteftarion of Our 
Soulc,and manifeſted inallOur ARions,and We hoperhat 
falſe Scandall, Thardiverſe of the LriſhTraitours and Re- 
bells;theknowne favourers of them , and Agents forthem 
acadmitnedto Our pteſerice with favour and — en 
Our ſervice, will gaine ao —_ with good men}, who on

member well the notorious imputationſo confidently and 
oroundleſsly heretofore caſt on Vs by M* Pym,of which as 
there could never be the leaſt proof, lo We could neverre. 
ccive any fatisfaQion for that high injury ,, which mighe 
have bcen a warving to them to have publiſhed no-more 
ſuchruntruths, it chey had not found that truth and their 
Ends cannot meet together. 

For the Horles taken tor Qur Service, which were provi- 
ded for the ſervice of 1zeland,'tis true, We were compelled 
torthe bringing Our owne Waggons from Che#er tor the 
Carriage ot Our Munition to make uſe of them, being few 
in number and of {mall value,after they were certified ro be 
of no uſe forthe ſervice, tor which they were provided, 
And for the Clothes, upon enquiry We find that ſome few 
were taken by Our Souldiers (but withourany Order from 
Vs) going to Coventry, and as was probably beleived for 
the relcif ot that place, then in auall Rebellion againſt Vs, 
but how far Ve have been, and are from diverting any of 
thoſe provifions made for the releif of that poore King-

Colonel! Leſily being agent , and approved both in cou- 
rage and migeanimity,bur cheifly for has policy, an1 direc- 
tion, for which fame ever characerizd him 2 loldier, being 2 
Maſter inthe fundamentall rules and diſcipliae of war, and 
careful inthe husbandry of his meg,whych ſheweth an honeſk 
and a chriſtian charity : but to march on with my deſcripri- 
on ,as the O-zeate w ith his barbarous rout of K:rmes or Iriſh 
Rebels towards him,which cerra1ne intelligence acquainting 
him with their purpoſe, hee mountedten brafle field-pieces, 
and with a hel mabe about three thoufand foot and horſe 
ſet forward to their meeting» where finding a fic place for 
the incounter betw ixt Daumiuce and Coleraine, being a black 
moriſh heathy piecaof ground;with'an hill onthe fice ther- 
of, Colonell Lefty being certaine what way they were mar- 
ching,in ambuſh layed a thouſand foor and herſe remoteon 
the left ſide of the hill,in a ous old ruind trench, m_ 
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had been in thoſetimes ; their Kingdome was divided ind 
ave parts ” [{tar, Conaucht, Meth,Lemſtar,and Munſiar,which 
there cloſe waited their opportunity. 

The Arch-Rebell 0-eale to perfett their expetation, and 
hearing thar Leſfy was ſent forth th meet with him» advancd 
apace untohim ; where being curer'd the Heath, ſpying a 
farrre oF the ſmall number of the Scots, made the more haſt 
and paſt the place where the thouſand Foot and Horle lay 
ambuſht almoſt two mile, the Heath was a dozen miles 1n 
compiſſe. Leſly purſuing the Rebels marching to him, and 
paſt the place, where in his Ambuth lay, cheer d up his men, 
che Rebels nor thinking of their back friends behind them, 
and no farther oppoſit:on, but the rhonfand Horſe fet upa 
joyfullcry : And as the Armazo in eighty eight gave out 
Vittoria, Vittoria, which Motto was on all their Sales, their 
Flags and Pendants. yet their hopes failed : ſo did theſe; 
ſor. Colonell Lefly having had experience of a Souldier anda 
Traveller, madethen a preſent uſe of an Fta/ian Diſcipline, 
which was this ; he gave the charge rhat every Horſe ſhould 
behind him mount a Footman up both Pikes and Muſquet ; 
and that the Pikes by no means ſhould advance, but be traild 
along for ferr of being ſeenie; and the Footman ſcreen'd him- 
ſelfe behind che Horſem in with charges no he2d be looking 
over tothers ſhoulders nor armes nor legs appeare : which 
Charge was carefully obſerved, the Iriſh Rebels making? 
ſtand for entrance into Batraile, Leſly's Foot diſinounted, 
and in an inſtant ſtood in Battaile ray; rhe Horſmen whee- 
ling unto cither fide, which ſoatnrz'd the Rebels how or 
which way ſo many Foot appear'{ upon an inftant ; they 
thoughr there had beene witchcraft : the Alarum given, 
they ſent Warretokens one againſt 290ther, and hotly began 
the Battaile: but the Scots being ſmall in number. diſchar- 
ging ſtill gave back, and ſoone fell behind rheir Ordnance, 


which 


'eucht 12 Treland. 
which then diſcharg'd upon the Rebels, made an infinite 
laughter. The Scors which lay in Ambuſh from danger of 
the Pieces, which were no ſooner diſchrged, but they ad- 
vanc'd, hem'd inthe Rebels, and routed their great POWEr, 
purſuing addoing execution on them. 

Then Edward GibLs an Engliſhman,and borne in London, 
a man well knowne to beeot ablecourage, and compleatly 
experienc'd at his Weapon, knowing O-ealeBy his Corfler, 
and his large white Plume, made atcer him, and hurt him in 
the face , and doubtlefly had there tance him Priſoner; but 
that the better part of a whole Troop of Horſe came up un- 
tothe preſent reſcue of the aforeiaid Oreale, whereyuppon 
the ſaid Edward Gifts (being indeed oppreſſed by multi- 
tudes ) was not onely diſarmed, (which 'was to him an un- 
wonted deftiny) but likewiſe forcibly beaten downe, cruelly 
mangled}. and even cur all ro pieces. 

The Scots purſuing the reſcue of him»rheirſwiftnes over- 
Ariptthem ; ſo with much adoe they ſaved themſelves by 
ſwiftnes of thetr flight ; but yet God gave the Vidtory with 
almoſt 1000. of the Fr:ſb, and ſcarſly threeſcore of them. 

After the dint of rhis bloody Broyle, rhe Coaſt bein 
cleared, they found this G:##5 all hack d,, almoſt dinjornes 
with a battel-axe ſticking in his head, who brought his body 
off,2nd gave him burial like a ſouldier, and the Scors never 
fince was troubled with the Rebels, who for all rhe infinite 
ſlaughter of them, ſtill grow mighty ſtrong ; and unleſſe

They that know mee well, knox 
that I have not ſo much vanity, as to thinke any diſcourk 
neceſlary for my defence in this caſe ; yet that | may (tand 
Cleere, as well in the theughts of (trangers as of my friend, 
I thought fit to render this account to the world. The ay 
prehenlion of death never hitherto ſo neerly toucht mer, 
but that if God ſhall once reſtore mee to my forme 
ſtrength, I ſhall by his help with as much alzcity, and 
hope courage, endeavou; ro defend, and maintaine with 
my deareſt blood, this ſo good a cauſe, as ever I was at firl 
engaged in it. Not my eAmbition prompted mee unto it, but:

on His Majelties Perſon, and this whole Kingdome. And 
laſtly, I profeſſe tothe whole World, that my conſcience 
did when I was in the eicarelt danger of death, and cot!

There ws 
indeed a Divine, who I thinke. was the Deane of Worceſter,

onely at laſt anſwered him, I never had, nor ever would 
rake up Armes againſt my Soveraigne, but ever ſhould be 
readyrto lay my life, and whatſoever was deare unto mee 
at His feet : of this judgement andreſolution I ſtill am, and 
{lemnely make this Proteſtation, in the ſame ſence I have 
here already declared, and according to the ſenſe of the 
Parliament in all their Declarations, of which I hope with 
Gods bleſling upon my recovery to give further teſtimony 
to the VV orld,by the continued engagement of my life and 
fortune, in this ſo jult and honourable a cauſe.

= He Miniſter being met in the field by 
\kl my Lord Andover, was adviſed to 
viſite Colonell Sendys, and to exhort 
him to repent of his ſinnes ; who find- 
| ing the wounded Colonell in a little 
houſe, preſented unto him (among his other ſinnes) 
the unhappineſſe of his preſent condition, to ſuffer 
in ſo bad a cauſe ; This with ſome expreſſions of re- 
morſe he acknowledged, and withall profeſſed, that 
it irwere to doe againe, he would never appeare 
init. 

Then the Ainiſter diſwading the people of Wir- 
ce/tcr from ſtripping him, contented one of them by 
taking off one of the Colovells ſpurres and giving 
them to him; but with this condition , that hce 
ſhould carry up Maſter Sawdys his legges : and upon 
this conlideration, that it ſo hee did, the ſpucres 
would then hurt the bearer. Burt the Colonell feel» 
ing the chayre uncafic, the Miniſter borrowed a 
ſheet of the houle to carry him into the Towne, - 
a 
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all this was his Cozen, Maſter Toh» Saxays preſent, 
and with the Miniſter went all the way with the Co. 
lmell, and houſed him at the Green- Dragon in Worce- 
fer. There the Miniſter left him for a while : Not 
long after came Serjeant Major Franctlinto the (- 
lnell, and brought Maſter Gatenby the Surgcon to 
dreſle him. To whom the Colonel laid, Wor, woe to 
evill Counſell, and happy are they that doe not take it ; 
with other words to the hike purpoſe, as the Serjeant 
Major told the Miniffer at firſt : fince which time 
the Surgeon hath by word of mouth juſtified itto 
the Minifler, The Hinifler now returning, firlt pur 
the Colonel in minde of the haynouſneſle of the (inne 
of Rebellion, that it was 48 the ſonne of Witchcraft ; 
and that God had commanded, 7 how jhals not ſaffer 
4Witch to live , which doome was now likely to fall 
upon him, for God had found him our in his finne : 
He acknowledged himſclte to have fallen into the 
linne of Rebell:on,and that God was juſt in his Judge- 
ments; profeſſing therewithall his ſorrow and re- 
morle for it, Upon which the Ainiſter returned ; 
That herhaps it ever he recovered the ſame argu- 
ments from others, and inconſiderateneſſe in hun- 
(cIte, might againe endanger to Jraw him to con- 
Unue in his Rebefron ; Ar which words, 4 little hea- 
ving up his hand , he profeſſed He wonld rather have 
it cut off, then ever againe lift tt up azainſt the Kings 
Nor did he at this profeſſion make any mention at 
al ofthe Parliament ; or conjoyne their caule with 
the Kings.

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ſidered the cauſe ; and that His Majeſtie was bur in- 
forced to take up defenſive Armes for the Reformed 
Religion, His owne Crowne, the Lawes and Liber. 
ty of the Subjet ; And therefore there was much 
difference berwixt the two cauſes of the ware : 
theſe that ſuffered on the Kings {ide , being a kinde 
of Martyrs. Whereupon the Co/onell acknowledged 
the Juſtneſſe of the Kings cauſe, and that he had ob- 
ſerved a ſpeciall _—_ of God te goe along with 
it, by the extraordinary tucceſles of it : To this the 
Miniſter replyed, Sir, I am witneſle to all thele 
words of yours ; but doc you give me leave to teſti- 
he this repentance of yours unto the world 2 This 
he freely defired him to teſtifie, and askt God for- 
giveneſſe : withall praying for the King, and fora 
blcling upon his cauſe and proceedings. 

The Miniſter then added , Sir, I have one finne 
moreto preſſe your conſcience with : Sir, you are 
deſcended from a Biſhop, and your family hath 
beene raiſed from the Church , therefore the ſpoyle 
and outrage committed by you in Canterbury 
Church, was more abhominable in you then in ano- 
ther man, To which with ſome quickneſlc he re- 
plyed, Thar it was much againſt his minde ; and that 
{o ſoone as he heard what his men were doing , he 
ranne among them with his Pole- Axe ro beat them 
off , untill he had like to have beene hewen in pec- 
ces by them. 

The Miniſter added , Sir, it uſes to be required of 
men dying for their offences, to- reveale ſomething 
that may doe right to the party wronged : _

How ſtrong, 
ſaid the Miniſter, are their Foot * Nat conlidera- 
ble, ayes he Why Sir, ſaid the Miniſter, you were 
preſent lately at their Muſter on Danſmore-Heath , 
and could you neither by your owne obſervation, 
nor from the report of others, make judgement of 
their numbers? Were they 8000, or 10000, or 
150002 Neither, ſaid the Colonell : not above 
6000, or 75000, How ſtrong then are their Horſe £ 
Seventy Troopes, ſaid the Colonell : Ar which the 
Miniſter making ſome doubt, and wonder, On my 
faith its true, ſaid he, its no time now to diſſemblez 
you meane Dragooners and all, faid the Miniſter : 
OY Troopers, laid the other, of my know- 

oe. 
Then the Miniſter renewed the motion before 
made in the little houſe by the field , concerning the 
perfeRing of his Will; for which he delired him to 
come againe a day or two after, 50 the Miniſter 
percciving him faint, unwilling therefore to ſpeake 
much, and deſirous to take reſt, tooke his leave , his 
Cozen Sandys and a Servant remaining ſtill with 
him in the Chamber.

pet) where you {ceme to excule your ſelfe from 
taking up CArmes againſt your Soveraigne: and that 
you thinke your underſtanding the caule 7» the ſenſe 
of the Parliament Declarations , can juſtifie you. 
Plainly, Sir, I was more watchfull upon you then 
ſo, to be deceived by words of doubttull, or double 
ſence, Your expreſſions were cleare and explicite, 
ſuch as beſt became a Penitent and dying man : nor 
did you ever fo much as. once referre your ſelfe to 
any ſence of the Parliament Declarations.

The Lord 
Paramount, the Mſme Lord and the Tenant have the ſame right, 
12, of propricty, but not in the tame things ; the Lord Para- 
mount hath it in tom chicte Rentsand ſcrvices and other things 
the Meime Lord in others, and the Tenant hath propricty in 
thereit, and ncither hath the Tenant any thing to doc wi 
thole chicte Rents and {crvices that belon g to the Meime Lord, 
nor the Meiſme Lord with what belongs to the Lord Paramount 
but the objects and extcnts of theur rights are diſtin and difte- 
rent ; Onthe other fide the Right of the King as King.15 in the 
{am- things. and of the fame extent with that ot the proprictari6 
but it 15 of a different nature and tor difterent ends : That of the 
Proprictarie, isa right of proprietie which he ma di{pole of a 
he pleaſeth aecording ro his own diſcretion, for his owt advan- 
tage, ſo it be not contrary to the publique good ; but the right 
ot the Kwg is only a right of Trutt, which he is to manage 8 

tuch. 
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ſuch wayes and by ſuch Councells as the Law doth dire, 
and only tor the publique good , and not to his private ad- 
vantages, nor to the prejudice ot any mans particular In- 
terctt, much lefle ot the publique ; And im thus way there us no- 
thing that a man hath a propructy mn, but the King hath an inte- 
relt in it in relation to the government ot the Kingdom :. A man 
cannot diſpolc of his Perton or Lands tothe atsittance of Tray- 
tors ; he cannot receive a Traytor into his houſe, he cannot 
give him a peny of moncy, 1o that a mans houle, his perſon, 
every toot of his Land, every penie in his purſe, are lubject to 
his Majeſty, according to the nature ot his trutt tor the publique 
ood, and no otherwite ; and inall other reſpects belong to the 
owner to {poſe of to his own privat advantages as he ſhall think 
good : And it tome men have a right 1n Leaſes or Lands which 
they cannot let nor {ell,yet ſome men have fuch a Right in their 
Houles and Lands, that they can both Let and tell them, and 
diplole of them as they pleatc, and theretore ſome mien have a 
Right in their Houſes and Lands which His Majefty hath not 
in his Towne of H«/!/: And for thoſe that have ther Intercits 
limited to certaine uſes , if they havethem totheir own ule, 
there is hardly any ſo limitted, but that they may diſpoſe of 
them by guitr or tale to ſome body (asto thote to whom they 
belong in reverſion) itnot to any bodie that they pleaſe, at leatt 
(which is onl y to our purpoſe) as wedoe grant, thatan Intereſt 
which any man hath, may not be taken from him, becauſe it is 
limited ro certaine uſes; ſont it alſo be granted to us, that 
becaule it is limitted to ſuch ufes,it may not be imployed toany 
other, eſpecially they that have Intereſts onely to the ule of 
others (asall Intereſts of Truſts are) cannot imploy them to 
their own or any other uſe thenthat for which they are mntruft-

The expericnce ot tormer tufferines , hath a litle awakened u 
and we have reaton ill, hearing this kind of dilcourle, to be 
watchtull in thus poine of calling and diflolving Parliament 
which never was othcr then a truf repoled mm the Kings of thu 
Realm, and never intended as a Prerogative, whcrin they might

They are of the like Nature , with many more of that kind, 
wherewith that Declaration is ſtutt , which as they are without 
all ground of proot : So there will be no end or neceboity of an- 
twering them; but as we never allowed the People to make an e- 
quitable conſtruction of the Lawes and Statutes , to1t cannot in 
realon be denied to the Supream Court ot Judicature, tor to doe 
it when there is a cautc1o to doe : And we hope the People will 
never bee carried away with a noiſe of words and reprcaches 
againſt the Parliament , without any colour of proot to make

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The firſt exception is ; That it is 4 thing that Wars never

T his exception wee ſhall have ſafficiently cleered, when 
wee ſhall have made it appeare, that it hath been ordina- 
rily ſo taken heretofore, and that alſo , amongſt others, 
by a learned Judge ( fo termed] by his Majeſtic himſclfe m 
a late Proclamation ) and that the Lords and Commors

As tothe Claime ot the Laucds and Commons , it was in 
Eawardthe T hirds times andthe King denyed it not, as may 
appeate by the Preamble of the Statute ciced by us in our 
Declaration torhis purpoſe , and recited by the Penners of 
that Anſwer, but without thoſe words, which were the 
words, tar wihuch wee cited it, that is, Hee ought and is 
bound by his Oath : For the exprefie Declaration and Ac- 
knowledganecnt of it by another King mn Parliame:t ; It 
appeares out of the Parliament Rolls. 3. FR. 2. =. 35. and 
49. where the Commons delaring a Graunt of new pouge 
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tothe Juſtices of Peace, to inquire into Extortions which the 
Biſhops and Clergic conceiving that it might extend tothe 
Biſhops and their Ordinarics , they made their Proreſtation 
againſt this new Graunt, yet proteſſed that 1t it were reſtrai- 
ned onely to what was Law already, they would conſent ts 
ir, but if it gavc any new or further power, they would ne- 
vcr give their Conſent to it, The King anſwereth, that 
notwithſtanding their Proteſtation, or any words contained

By this time we hope it appearcs, that wee have broached 
no new Dofrine in this point; and tot the ſecond Exception 
that is taken to what wee alledged concerning the Oath, it 1s 
this ; That no ſuch thing as wee ſuppoſed, could be colleFted either 
ont of the words or matter of that Oath, not out of the Words, 
becauſe Elegerit ſignifieth, hath Choſen,as well as will Choole, 
and that it doth fignifie ſo in the Oath; the conſtant pratii/e of all 
ages, and the word Cuſtomes, wherennto it is joyned , and Which

which Would diſable him to doe that which he Was mainely [worne 
to ace ; that is, to protett hus people 5 of which power hee might 
wholly deveſt himſelfe , if hee were bound to paſſe all Bills offered to 
him by the Howſes, «A's in particular by paſſing the = the 
Muiitia, his Majeſtic ( as the Framers of this Anſwer e the 
world beleeve ) ſhould have done, 


We doe not deny but ( Elegerit) tnay ſignific, hath Che: 
ſen , as well as ſail chooſe , In which ſence wee take it, 
and it may fignific , ſhall chooſe, as well as have che 
ſen; and it is uſually ſo taken, for which wee neede not 
goc larther for an inſtance then to that Clauſe which is ad

ded in the cloſe of thoſe queſtions , «Adpciantar prediftis inter- 
rogationibus que juita fuerint : which is not to C mterprered, 
that ſuch things may be added ro the aforeſaid queſtion; 
which have been juſt , bur which ſhall be juſt, and ic ſeernes 
above an hundred yeers ago, ( ſhall chooſe ) was thought as 
proper a Tranſlation , as( nave choſen ) as my appeare in 
an old book in the Heralds O:hice, which belonged to Cla- 
ren-cieux Hanley, that lived in Hen, $ time, where the Oath 
5 found three (everall times in Englith, and in all of them it 
is rendred (ſhall ) and not (have ). Bur as we ſaid before,it im- 

rteth not much whether way it be rendced, it fill che (enſe 
bet as it may and oughttobe underſtood )ehart the Choile 
ſhould referre ro ſuch Laws as the People trom time co time 
ſhall have choſen ; and not onely to ſome Laws and Cultomes 
which were maJec betore the taking of this Oath, and thar 
it doth referre ro fuch Laws as though they have been 
choſen and paſſed by the People , yer have not been paſſed 
bythe Royall afſent; and this we doubr not when we ſhall 
_ cleared the Objections , to make very plain and cyt- 

ene. 

The firſt ObjeRtion is , From the perpetnall prattiſe of all 
ſucceeding Ages which is ſaid to be abertter Interpretour then our 
Fotes. 

What doth the perpetualt Praftiſe of all ſucceeding Ages 
interpret ? that this Oath did onely looke backwards tro 
the Ages preceding the firſt Adminiſtratiun of it to any 
King of this Realme; This would exciude a great part of 
the Laws in being, and haply Magns (arte it (elte , from 
being compriſed within this Oath, not onely as to the ma- 
king, but alſo tor the obſeryation of them , and is cxpreſly 
contrarie to what hath been conſtantly acknowledged by 
the Kings of this Realme , that they arc bound by their 
Oath to the Obſeryation of all the Laws. made by their An- 
ceſtours , and alſo that ſhall be made by themſelves after the 
taking of their Oath ; But at leaſt the conſtant Pratiſe of 


all Ages interprets their Oath to be meant onely of Laws al- 
B 3 ready 
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ready made, and not of rhe making of new Laws, becauſe they 
have ordinarily denicd Laws preſented unto them by their 

People in all Ages. IS 
We know well what Kings have done in this point , but 
we know alſo, that what they have done is no good Rule al- 
waycs to ingerpret what they ought ro have done; For that 
they arc bound to the obſervation of Laws by their Oath is 
our of queſtion , and yet the contraric praQtiſe in all Ages 
will appear as olten » and 1n as many particulars as in the 
denyall of Laws which their People have deſired of them, 
and it is well knowne that the Laws tor holding a Parliament 
once a yeere lay aflcepe for a long time, ( yet the praftiſc 
wasno argument againſt the Right ) Burt it appeares upon the 
Parliament Roll, 2, H. 5. That the Commons acknow:cdg- 
ed the King migh: grant ſomething in their Petitions and 
Weene( that's thcir word Jothers as he pleaſed we deny it 
not , they uid {o, but thoſe were Petitions of the Commons 
onely, which they preſented ro the King by Writ, or by the 
mouth of their Spcaker ( as is expreſled in rhe ſame Roll) 
and it dothnot appeare that the King denied any part of them; 
But by the advice ot his Earles, Barons, and other great men 
(that is of the Lords Houſe ) by whoſe advice it is expreſied, 
that he conſent: d to ſuch points of them as he did allent to, 
and theſe Petitions of the Commons which they preſented 
by Writ or by Mouch of their Speaker, as they were not 
weighed and paſled with that con{ricration and tormalitic as 
Bills arc, ſo they cantained diycrs things of a dift-rene nature, 
and ſorhcKing might have reaſon to denie ſome of them, be- 
caulc they might be meere Petitions of Grace , and of ſuch 
chings wherein the King was to part from ſome thing that 
belonged to hum as of particular right and mtcreſ}, and of that 
nature thoſe tl:ings that have been denyed will be found to 
have been for the mott part. i not altogether. But that Kings 
have ordinarily denyed pu'>1quc Bills concerning the Govern- 
ment and Common good 0: 'he Kinzdome that had paſled 
both Hoalcs we ate yet tv iceke, or that ever they denyed 
auy Bill uiherwiſe thcnin that uſuall anſwer, Le Roy Savilers, 
whuch 
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which if it be not a Conſent, i is not a denyall, nor doth a I 
bertie of deliberation alwgpes exc'ude a neceſſitie of Conſent; 
for the Will raketh Counſell of the Underſtanding. And yet 
all men hold it ought, and many that itnecetlarily muſt tollow 
the laſt and ultimate diftate of the underſtanding 3 And yet 
we donot (ay, orever did, but that ſome thing, is icit ro h1s 
Majeſties Judgement and Conſcience in the paſſing of Laws, 
but hc hath the obligation of an Oath lying upon him to dif- 
charge that truſt, Andit ſome Kings have taken too great a 
laticude to themſelves in judging Laws to be ill or unreaſon- 
able by their own private Judgements, contrary to the Judge- 
ment of their great Councell the Parliament. It Joth not tol- 
low, that the Obligation was leſſe upon them, or that they 
ought not to have very tender in going contraty to the 
advice of tterr great Councell in a matter concerning the good 
of the whole Kingdom , and wherein they lay under the rye 
an] obligation ot an Oath. 

For that which is ſaid concerning Cuſtomes, Thar the Oath 
coxld not be meant of C nſtnmes, that the people ſhowld chuſe after the 
taking of this Oath. What is more ordinary , then in a Clauſe 
wherein ſome words may belong to one part and ſome to an- 
other, to interpret 1t, Reddendo fingula fingulis: Though Cu- 
* ſtones could not be choſen, yet Laws might » and Cultomes 
might be kept, and proteQted 3 which words are in the Clauſe 
as well as thoſe of Chuſing and ſtrengthening. Bur why may 
not Cultomes be confirmed as well as Laws enatted 2 whac is 
more uſuall then to confirm Cuſtomes by Statutes » for Cu- 
ſtomes —__ , that grow upby a Tacite Conſem of 
the ce, they are more ſubjeR to queſtion then Starnes, 
eſpecially from the King, without whoſe aflcnt they are taken 
upof the People, and therefore as the firit part of the Kings 
Oath, is ro keep all the Laws and Cnftomes Jracend by his 
Anceſtors, and eſpecially thoſe of King Edward the Conteſſor; 
S0inthus Clauſe, he ſweares to keep, proteR,and give ſtrength 
to ſuch Laws as ſhall be enated ter the good of the Kingdom, 
and ſuch juſt Cultomes as had not - becnexpreſly granted by 
his Anceſtors, which his People ſhould defireto have ratified 
and confirmed to them ; For that Argument which is taken 


from 
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from the matter of this Oath, That it canner be meant that the 
A ing ſp oul { be the reby obliged [0 aeveſt lap /elf of a P ower to protett 
his Subiefs, which is the great buſines of that Oath. If we had (aid 
(as we did not ) that the King had been bound to paſle all Bils 
that ſhuul.] be oftered co him by both Houſes of Parliament, 
without any lmitation orqualification of Reaſon and Juſtice, 
yet ſuch a ſuppoſicion as this cond not fall upon a Parliament: 
as it they cou!d deſire ſuch athing,much lefle,that a King were 
obliged tor to grant it 4 But how unpropetly this is applicdto 
our Bill concerning the Militia, we leave it to every Man to 
judge, when they ſhall conſider how neceſſary, how juſt, and 
how rcaſonable that Bill was, and how much they miſtake the 
way and manner whercin his Majeſty 1s to protett his Subjets 
that have adviſcd him todeny that Bill ; and to {ct up a Com- 
miſlion ot Array ſo deſtruQtive to Libertic, and to the propnie- 
tic of the Subject; as it not neceſlary that the kingdom ſhould 
be put intoa poſturc of defence 2 on all hands 1s agreed , the 
people petitioned tor it, the Parliament make it the ground of 
thcir Ordinance, the King maketh it the ground of his Com- 
nuſons, Allthc queſtion 1s concerning the way; And we ſhall 
make it good, that the maine point wherein his Majeſty difter- 
cd trom us in the Bill concetning the 41:/iria was this, I hat 
wedclired the Power of the Adliria ſhould be put into the 
hands of Perſons approved by his Majeſty and both Houſcszto 
be anſwerableto the Law for the diſcharge of their duties, and 
thus Majcſty would not admit of it,unleſfle he might be Judge 
both of the time when, the Cauſe why, and the manner how, 
that Power ſhould be exerciſed ; And that in his own perſon 
out of his Courts ; for in them he might have called them to 
an account tornot doing, or doing what they ſhould have 
done, ornot have done; Andifit is by the Law » and by the 
Courts ot Juſtice judging of the Law, and by the Ililuin 
[0 maintaine the proceedings in them according to Law; 
That his Mijelty 1s to protec his SubjeRs, our Bil for the 
Militia was (o farre from deveſting him of that Powet » 
that itdid give him a Power ( which he had not legally be- 
tore) to command the whole 3/:4ia in the Kingdome 11 
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in an osderly and effc&ual way,and all thoſe to whom it was comit- 
te; to obey and affiit him in the ProteQion of all kis good ſubjefts 
in thel yerlons and eftates according to law, but it by theFroteQion 
of his Majcities ful-j.Qts, be meant the protecting of them from 
the f:mmons and proceedings of his Courts, even of his higheſt 
Conti,and the making of himfelf tole judge of the necelinies and 
dangers of the Kingdome, againſt the opmaion of the repreſentative 
body chereof, and of the Law,againtt the juogeirent of the higheſt 
Court in the Kingdome ; It this be the protection which is inten» 
ded to the ſubjets by the fouldiers,it is more like to that we heare of 
in other Countries and never delire to lee in this, then te that under 

which the ſubjes have for ſo many yeeres lived with fo much free» 

dom and fecurity in this kingdom;And we mult leave ic to every man 

toconlider within his own breaſt, whether our Bill for the Milicha is 

{» monſtrous,as it is repreſented;zand muſt lay itupon the conſciences 

of thoſe that adviſed his Majeſty to refuſe it,aad to take up fuch other 

wayes in oppoſition to it , "whether they have not been without all 

cauſe the chiefe it noc the only cauſe of all the diltrations and miſe- 

ties that are like toruine this unhappy Kirgdoin, 

And now that we have tazen away the objeQions, there is no in- 
different man that will not be perſwaded by the Authericies before 
cited our of Statutes, and4 otherwiſe}, that this clauſe of the oath 
taken by the Kings of this Realm at their Coronation is meant of 
new Lawes to be made; andit it werenot ſo, it could not well be 
underſtood what ſhould be the meaving of the word (Corroborare) 
which gnifies together with others to give frengrh to a thing, for 
what ſtrength could lawesthat had paſſed the King and beth hou- 
ſes receive more then they had before, or to what purpoſe ſhould 
thoſe words ( Qras vulgmne elegerit) be pur in but to puzzle the 
whole ſence, if it had b:en meant only of keeping the Lawes?and 
therefore in the oath which is fet down in Engh:(h , in that anſwer 
to our Declaration, the word (choſen )is quite lett out, as altogethes 
ſuperflit2uy, as indeed it wou'd be if it had not relation to ſuch 
Laws as were to be offered and preſented to his Majeſty by his peo- 
fle. Inthe lat place itis charged upon us, That we have not dealt 
faithfully in the making w/e of a Latin Record when we might aſwell have 
ſet forth the form of the Kings O mth in Engliſh, even of that very Oath 

& which 
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which his Ma fty took at h:5 [ormation,whish & [aid to be fond in the 
vecmds of the Exchequare 
The reaſoa why we dil not make uſe of an Engliſh record, Was, 
becaule we could fiad none, nor can w2 yet fade any though we 
have cauled diligent ſearch to be made tor it, yet we do bcleeve that 
was the form ot the Oth which was takea by his Mijeity,and by 
his M jeitics ther King Jamey, far we 114 it lo amongit che meno- 
ri:lsof the Acchbilhop of Canterbury concerning the Coronation 
of King [am-s, an his Majeſty , but we find in the (ame memorials, 
the torm of the Oath 1n Latin particularly agreeing with that 
which was ciced by us, andalloia French tully agreeing with the 
Laua, and with the records thereof ia French in E.2.a0d E, xz, 
time, Therefore the furm of the Oath appearing to be the ſame iq 
Latine and French, for divers hundred yeecs,and there appearingno 
ſuch form as was uſed in Engliſh byhis Mijeity and his facher before 
Cheir time, & ther? appearing no alteration to have bin made but only 
inthe Engliſh and chat only (lince Henry 8, his time,and it being our 
purpole to cite the oath (not that was taken by his Majelty ) bat that 
ancieatly was,and of right ought to be taken by the Kings of this 
realm ( which we doe not conceive any had power to alter without 
an At of Parliament) we ſhould have had no reaſon to have made 
aſe of that forme, if we had fond it upon record, and the Engliſh 
being but a Tranſlation our of the Litine and the French (in which 
language it was anciently taken by the kings of this realme) we 
ſheuld not ſtand ia need of much Latine or French to find this form 
of the Oath ſet dowa im that anſwer, and which is ſaid to have been 
taken by his M jeſty to be no good tran(l tion, either of the Latine 
or of the French, and particularly as to the clauſe of the Oath in 
queſtion that (Elegerit) doth not fignifie only ( Haxe) and no more, 
and for the tull (atisfaRion of every man we (hal ſet down the form 
of the Oath, as we fad it upon record 1n Latinand French, andia 
Englith, as we find ut tranſlated out of the French in ag old bookein 
the Heraulds Office belonging to Clarenciewx Haxlcy who lived in 
Henry the 8. his time, and though there be two other form of the

reaſons (which are not anſwered) That Kings ought to attnbute 
very much to the judgement ot thelr Parliament, And this the 
gentlenefſc of their uſuall anfwer doth cleerely ſhew ( if it Hgnific 
no mere ) and that was the ſcope of all that we ſaid in this polnt, 
and the very end for which we at this time cited the Oath uſually 
taken by the Kings of this Realme at their Coronation, was that 
neither His Majzfty nor the Kingdome ſhould be any longer lead

that calamities proceed from an arbicrary Government which ng 
man teeles, from tunuits which no man teares, and from treaſony

And 
this is the Dorine that theſe men would have all the people to 
delieve, That by thery earhes of Supremacy and Allegiance, and by 
the Preteftation they are bound to defend. Whereas that whuch 
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we aftrmed to ben Privileded ) JA is fo dleare and of- 
ſentiall a priviledge of Parliament that the whole treedome 
thereot dependethupon it ; For who ſees nec that by this meanes, 
under falſe pretences of crimes and accuſations, fuch and ſomany 
Members of both or either Houſe of Parliament may be taken our 
of it, at any time by any Perſons to ſerve a turne, and to make x 
major part of whom they will at pleafure ; And as the grand In- 
quelt of the whole Kingdome, (hould be (by this meanes) ſubjeR 
tothe grand Inquelt oft one particular County ; So the wholere- 
preſentative Body of the kingdome,ſhould be at the devotion of a 
Middlctex Jury; And the:tore as the freedom of Parl-dependeth in 
a great part upon this Priviledge,and the freedome of this Nation 
upon the treedome of Parliaments : We have good reaſon to be- 
leeve, T hat the people of England knowing their Lives and For 
tunes arc bound up 1nthis bundle, will venture their lives and for- 
tunes in this quarrell.

And what is that deep and ancient ſence of that Statute, that we 
had ſo much need of the Spirit of Revelation to difcoverthe mi- 
{takings 1n it? That whoſoever ſhall ſerve the King in his Warres 
m any caſe whatſoever,though it be to overthrow R cligion,Laws, 
Liberties;and though it were to do whatſoever Ads of barbarous 
Cruckies havedin done by the Rebels in Ireland or what elſe let- 
yer can de umagined more horrid inhumane(for &fthere is no caſe 
excm pted) by vertne of this Statute he ſhall be tree from all pu- 
nilhment : And this is the epmion that is ſaid to be received con- 
cerning it for 150 yeares together. Certainly we have need ofa 
great deale of faith to beleeve it, and to our Spirit of declaring, a 
large Spirit alſo of ſuffering and flavery to ſubmit unto it. And 
what was our interpretation of that Statute? We ſay( That by ſt-

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that wheſoever did follow Perkin Warbeck ſhould tbe free from 
all crime and penalty ? or needed any man to have asked the que- 
ſion, whether Hrs Maieſty were not allowed ani recerved by the 
Kingdrme? T hey that asKe lucha queſtion are more to blame then 
they that would not athrme it,lcaſt it ſhould be thought toneed an 
afhrmation,it being a thing fo notorious,that both in himfelfe and 
in bis Anceſtors he is and ought fo to be received and allowed. 
And God be thanked the caiſe 1s not now as it was at that time

Ard the High Cowr of Parliament, and all other His 
Majeſties Officers aud Miniſters ought to be ſubferytene 
to that powerand authority, which the Law hath pRced 
ns Majeſty co that-purpole, though he himſelf im Fs 
own Perſon ſhould negle rhe ſame.

Lordſhip thinke ic worth ſomuch. For that which your Lordfhip writeth 
concerning my brother Jobs , i: is a moſt falle and malicious {hander which 
that fellow hath raiſed upon him , that he hould be the fizſt man that fl:d 
onth:leſt wing , when as none of your Lecdſhips ſonnes were in the Ick 
wing, and my brother Jolez: was not atall in the field while the fight was; 
for by occaſion chat I incteared him on Setwrd iy morriing, when we 
marched towards Keynton (licels dreawing of a Bartell the next day ) rogo 
to Eveſbam (which was but three miles from che quarree where our Troops 
lay, b:fore they march:d wich the Armyto Keynten) for to take ſome Arms 
that werecome thicher the night before, for ſuch of dur men as wanted 
Arms, andſoro come after to the Rendevour at Ke:ynton, He couldnor

eſpecially that which was of the Kings Guard, where his Standard was,cloſc 
by which Sic Will:2m Belfores Regiment rode when they came from raki 
the Ordnance ; and they taking us to be their friends, and we them ſome 0 
mn —_— ſhook vs with ſome of th:m , which was the cauſe = 
atrer riding up towards the Lord Generals Regiment ot horſe,they gave hre 
upon S. William Belfores Regimenit,and diſcerning each other tobefriendy 
we joyned Companies ; and fo with half the Lord Generalls Regiment, 
which his Excellency himſelf led up, chirging the Kings Regiment , we de- 
feared it, rouk the Srandard, took the G. nerall of the Kings Arwy,the E:rl, 
of Lindley; and his ſon, and Colonell F:vaſor, who was Lievtcenant Colo- 
ne'l of thit Regimen, and killed Sir Edward Varney upon the place ( who 
carryed the Standard) Colonell Jobn Afuxree, and divers others : In this 
eÞa: z£ and generally throughonr the day, rhe Lord Generalls Troop, con- 
hfng woſt of Genclemer, carried themiſclycs moſt valiantly ; ad hadall 
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om Troops, oreur lefr Wing been mide of the ſams mecall, the enemy had 
nr made fo eafte an impreflion into chem. And whar is ſaid of my Lord Ge- 
neralls Troop, may mot truely, and to his high praiſe , be id ol himf lf; 
 anda)fothat noble Earl, the Earl of Beofird, Gr nerall of the horſe, for both 
of them rode all day, being in the heads of the ſeverall Troops and Regi- 
ments, to give chem direGtions, and x6 bring them on up5n che enemy , ha- 
zirding their perſons as far znd further then any particular Souldier ig ttc 
Army. By this time al! the evemies foot being diſperſed and gone,cxcepting 
rwo Regiments, they re:iringehemſelves, found theic Qrdna, ce behinderhem 
without any GuarGand there they- made a ftand, and ma'e uſt of their 
Cannon, ſhooting divers ſhort at us ; at whichzime our Regiment of foot 
began to want Powder, otherwiſe we had charged them both wich horſe and 
foot, which in all probabilicy would have urrerly ruined their Infaatry, tor

For at this infant, whileſt we crafique forlofle and diſhonor 
with all Nations, and that our enemies {ceme to be raiſed for 
no other end than to be beaten, forme of our Countrey-mendo 
wonders in the Low-Countries, and take in the King of 
Spaines beſt rownes for 4.s.the week; Neither goe weleſleut 
ſca, where our Marriners, to ſecure their goods ; (a poore la»

eat [trengrh and circuit ; fome 
ve leagues or houres going from 
Calice in France, being indeed the 
& only confiderable Port of Flaunders, 
Graveling, Newport, Oſftend and 
all bearing the name 
of Havens, being indeed rather meet 
| Fiſher-Townes,then worthy of that 
utle, ſhips of above facty Tun, being debarr'd entertain- 
ment its them. When over the bar ef Dunkirke, « 
rin. (ay loaye = paſſe Yeſlels of foure and five hun- 
dred Tun into the very Towne wals, nay within their out» 
works, or ſafely ride if not in very great eempeſts,under the 
prote&ion of the Forts of Mardike,and the woodden Forr, 
which being a miraculous Fabricke of timber, extended 
far into the maine Sea, ſecures all there with its comman- 
ding Ordnance, at leaſt a large league and a halfe before 
you come to Dunkirke. This then is the rendevour for all 
the King of Spages ſhips;this 1s that Towne which makes 
a bencfit of that which is deſtruftion toothers ; they- are

Y Lord Maior, and Aldermen, and the reſt of the Centlemen 
re afſentbled, it is not unknown to you, with what difficul- 
ves, with what dangers both Houſes of Parliament have a long time 
conflicted, for to bring the Liberties, and the Religion,and the wel- 
fare of this Kingdom 1nto ſuch a polture, as might give all the Inha- 
ditants thereof full fatisfaftion ; It is notunknown likewife, how 
bulie the Enemies of this great work have been, to caſt Scandals, to

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Armes, for what ever their brags be, and how great faever ther 
boaſts by which they would ſeeme to have what they have nar, 
that thereby they may encourage their party, and diſhearten their 
adverſaries, yet indeed their forces are buc lmgll, their proviſions 
ſcanty, their meanes and mony only ſupplyed by rapine, which 
cannot be laſting, having neither Forts, nor Shipping, ſo thar ic 
cannot be that by ſtrong hand they ſhould have any hope to doe 
their worke : No certainly, and yer notwichſtanding they ſtill 
dare to hold up the Cudgels,ſeeme as confidene as ever;beare up, 
as if the world were of their ſide ; what ſhould be the reaſons 
kereof; reaſons there are, we muſt perſwade our ſelves, ir is noc 
to be ſuppoſed that they are foole-hardy, or that the ſenſe of 
their many miſchiefes have made them deſperate, becauſe paſt 
hope of reconcilement (though they well may) their Councels 
arenotable, and ſurely come noc ſhort of the meſt able che world 
affords, their ſubtleties exceeds the Foxes,or the Serpents, Romes 
or Spaines ; whoſe moſt damnable glory it is, that from meane 
beginnings they, by their wits eſpecially, have raiſed themſelves 

to the moſt extended cyrannies in the Chriſtian world : and why 

ſhould our policique enemies then deſpaire * Since their wits are 
as quick, their conſciences as deeply pained and ſenceleſſe, many 
of our ; cople as caſie ro be deluded as ever men were, having the 
afliſtance of former contrivances in making men ſlaves,furniſhed 


with Machiavils, and * Sraffords inſtructions from Florence, with « T1,, aut, 
all the aſſiſtance Romes conſiſtory, 'or Spaines can afford : and ofthe Machivi- 
what force cannot doe, deceit may : a ſubcill deceirfull Declara- lian plot. 


tion may doe much more miſchief then an Army, the one kills 
men outright, and ſo leaves them unſerviceable for both ſides, bur 
deceirfull words, when for want of conſideration, unſenledneſſe 
of judgement, and weake information, they captivate men, they 
make them not only dead x0 good mens affiltance, and their 
Countries ſervice, but promoters likewiſe of their dehuders inte- 
reſt, to the inſenſible ruine and Qlavery of their brethren, and in 
concluſion, ofchemſelves. Deceirs and deluſions are the princi- 
pall weapons wich which che evill Counſellors now fight ; by 
which they ſubdue.and capcivate the underſtandings and affeai» 
ons of men; ro Cel, they hurry abouc from one County 
into another, and there at Aſliſes, and other fore's Aſſemblies 
A2 ypratile, 
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pratife, in one place they coluur and gloſe over their owne evill 
ations, with ſeeminy prerences of Law, Religion : in another, 
Qey ſcandalize and tradace the Parliament, for as they cannot 
want paint to make fowle and unſightly actions ſeeme faire and 
fpecious, ſo neither can they want En and mire to disfigure the 
beſt formed, and moſt honeſt encerprizes inthe world ; words are” 
never defeQtive ro make evill ſeeme good, and good evil! : what 
villany was there ever commuted, or what mjuſtice, but words 
and precences might be found to juſtifie ir: Monopolies were once 
pleaded legall, and very wholeſome for the people, we were once 
perſwaded Ship-money was ;awfull, and now Commiſſion of Ar- 
ray ; if unjuſt things were offered to us, as they are, without dif 
puile and artificial] covering, they would appeare ſo odious, as 
that each man would cry out upon them,and therefore it is a high 
point of policy to make the worlt things ſhew faireſt, ſpeake beſt, 
when they incend moſt miſchiefe, In other Counties the people 
were thanked for their affetions and aſſiſtance, when they found 
them wiſer then to yeeld any, and when they were driven by ne- 
ceflity to a place, they would ſeeme to be invited by love,and cer- 
tainty of complanee, when God knowes in many places they 
found it much otherwi'e, and would likewiſe elſewhere roo, but 
that the people were neceſſuared to their aſſiſtance by force, ra- 
ther then forward, our of any liking, Well, their policies and de- 
luſions are moſt numerous, and every day increaſing, and there- 
fore it behoves every wiſe man to ſtand upon his guard, to be wa- 
ry and watchfull that he be not appreheoded by their fubrikies : in 
nothing there is required greater care, their invaſions being in- 
{enfible,and having once {ciſed upon a man, he no longer dillikes, 
bur approves of chem, they force a man to love what erewhiles he 
hated, what he but now cryed downe, to plead for,and not to ob- 
ſerve, becauſe his intentions are honeſt, and he meanes no ill,that 
he 18 even againſt his knowledge his Countries enemy : Hee that 
can give any cautions how to reſiſt their wyles, or ſhew whercin 
we are alre:dy ſeduced by our cunning adverſaries,doth doe verv 
good ſervice to his Country, and deferyes to be heard; this dil- 
courſe was written principally for that end, namely, to diſcoverto 
all good men how they have ſaffered themſelves to be wrought 
upon by the adverſary in a caſe very conſiderable, and thereby, 
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though they obſerve it nor, are become friends ro their Countries 
chiefe foes, and foes to their principall friends, The worke of e- 
vill Counſellors, as ic is to unite and ieyne together their friends, 
ſo is it likewiſe to ſeparate and divide their foes amongſt them- 
felyes : all ſuch are their foes as truly love their owne liberty, and 
deſire ro free themſelves from their inſulting tyranny : it muſt 
needs be very advantagious to them, it by any meznes they can 
divide theſe, for being diſioyned,they cannot poſſibly be ſo pow- 
erfull againſt chem as otherwiſe they would be, did they continue 
at union : now amongſt many other wayes that they have uſed to 
accompliſh this end, there is not one hath been mere effeRual! 
then 1n raiſing, and cheriſhing differences concerning formes and 
circumſtances abour Religion, that ſo ſetting them rogecher by 
the cares about ſhadowes, they may in the meane time ſteale a- 
way your ſubſtance : there is no difference they full well know is 
ſo permanent, as that which any way couches upcn Religion, and 
therefore like cunning Pieners, have lighted vpon what is hkely 
to make the greateſt breach, which by ccnrinuall plying the work, 
the difference Cayly increaſing, it is much to be feared that all the 
paines the Parliament takes, the aſſiſtance of good men, the haz- 
zards of our reſoluce ſ-u}diers, or whatever endeavours elſe are 
uſed for the accompliſhing of good mens deſires, will by this one 
difference, if continued, be utterly fruſtrate, and comerto naught: 
for it is almoſt come to that paſſe, that che Puritan and SeQaries, 
as they are called, are more odiousto the Proteſtanr,theg the Ca- 
valier, Malignant, or Papiſt : - al our diſcourſes are diverted now 
by the cunning practiſe of the Polititian from our forepaſt cala- 
mities, plots, and conſpiracies of lewd men, from thinking whac 
will be the beſt wayes ro ſpeed and advantage our undertakings 
for our liberty, to raylings againſt the Puriran, to croſſe and op- 
= the Puritan, to provoke him by many infolencies, and at- 
fonts to diſorders, and then to inveigh with all birterneſle againſt 
his diſorders : if at ſuch times «s theſe, when ſo great a worke is 
in hand, as «he freeing of us from ſlavery, we can be ſo drowzily 
{ortifh as to neglet thar, for the ſatisfying our giddy and domi- 
neering humour, what can be ſaid of us, bur that our fancy is dea» 
rer to usthen our liberty, that we care not what goes to racke, 


tough ir be our ſabſtartiall Religion, Lawes, and Liberties, ſo we- 
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40e but pleaſe our (elves in crying downe our Brethren, becauſe 

chey zre either more zealus, or elſe more ſcrupulous then our 
(elves : Theſe things my friends, (for all good men are ſuch) doe 

ſhew that you are not conſiderate, nor doe nar ſufficiently beare 
in. mind what was told you inthe Parliaments firſt Remonſtrance, 

that it was (and ſtill is) one of the principall workes of our com- 
mon enemy,to ſow diviſion berween the Proteſtant and Puritan, 
you have beene too eaſic, and quickly wrought upon by him for 
the accompliſhing that worke : I would ro God you would lay 
itto heart ; the Puritan intends no miſchiefeto any, you may aſ- 
lure your ſelves he does not : if you inquire you ſhall finde that 

they had no hand in our former oppreſſtons, they were no main. 
rainers of any unjuſt courſes, or Courts, unleſſe by thoſe many 
fines which were extorted from them, for that they of all men 
had the courage to withſtand their injuries : wee heare of daily 
plunderings, rapes, and murthers of the Cavaliers, women with 
child runne through, and many other butcheries, and yet wee 
paſſe by theſe, as if by no intereſt they concerned us, and ler flic 
our ſpeeches only againſt the Puritan for plucking a raile downe, 
or a paire of Organs, a Surplice, Crucifix, or painted window, 
which are indeed no way conducible to the ſubſtantiall worſhip 
of God, and yet retained by the ill diſpoſed Clergy, as fue)! to 
yeeld matter to that diſcord they would continue amongſt you : 
See how much roo blame we are,ſee how exceedingly the poliu- 
tian has deluded us, that we ſhould doe thus, and yet ſee nor that 
we doe unwiſely, If thy brother bee weake and thou ſtrong, 
beare with his weakeneſſe, or if the Puritan eſteerae thee weake, 
and himſelfe ftrong, it will be a good lefſon to him ; if wee be 
ſtrong we ſhould beare with them that are weake; if we are weake 
we ſhould nor judge them that are ſtrong, it will be no ſhame for 
any oneto take the Apoſtles advice ; let not flight and indiffe- 
rent things divide our affetions ; let them not eſpecially when 
ſubſtanciall things lie at the Rake; it is all one as if our enemy be- 
ingin the field with full purpoſe and ſpeed ro deſtroy us, wee 
ſhould curne aſide to exclaime againlt a man that flung dirt upon 
us or Jaught at us: and wholly negle& alrogerher to defend our 
ſelves : whar a ſhame will it be unto us, when hereafter it is (aid 
chat the Engliſh mig!.t bave freed chemſelves from oppreſſion and 
ſlavery, 
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favery, but that in the doing of it they negleted their comnion 
enemy, and fell at variance among themſelyes for trifles, Cere- 
monies and other things that occaſion difference, are tickled for 
by the Proteſtant, nor for that they thinke them neceſſary, for 
ſurely unleſſe ir be for ſome indireR end they cannot be urged to 
be ſo, but for that they are not yet taken downe by authoritie : 
The Puritan they would have themtaken away for that they con- 
ceive them vaine,unwarrantable by Gods Word, reliques of the 
Romiſh Religion not throughly purged away, and therefore 
they defire they ſhould be left off by us, which are the principal! 
cauſe of their ſeparation from us : In all differences ro bee unwil- 
ling to reconcile, ſhewes nor a ſpirit of love, which Chriſtians 
ſhould ever be poſſeſt withall, bur of pride and contention, the 
Proteſtant hath net the engagements of conſcience upon him, as 
the Puritan has, and therefore may the eaſier beare with the Pu- 
ritans infirmities, if meat offend my weake brother I will eate no 
mezt as long as I live, what an excellent thing were it if we could 
have that hold faſt over our ſelves that the Apoſtle had to re- 
fraine from any thing, how pleaſant and deare ſoever unto us, ra- 
ther chen give any offence, or occaſion any difference berweene 
vur ſe'ves and weake brethren : letevery man thinke of the an- 
ſvr.ng this queſtion to himſelfe : whether if lewd men doe get 
the bercer over the Parliament and honeſt men of the Kingdome, 
either Proteſtant or Purican are likely ro be any other but ſlaves : 
Certainly if any of them doe perſwade themſelves o:herwile, they 
are like the ſtiffe-necked and unweildy Hebrewes, that wiſh chey 
were (lavesin Fgypr againe, where the much loved Fleſh pots 
were, for that it was troubleſome and dangerous paſſing through 
the Wilderneſſe into Canaan, a land of plenty and laſting liberty, 
Be nor deceived wich deluding thoughts of former times, when 
plenty covered our oppreſſions, and becauſe of pgace wee could 
not ſee our Nlavery: it was a time when ſuch as Buckingham, Straf- 
2:4, 4omineering Biſhops, corrupt and lawleſſe Judges, grew 
rich and potent: when Corrs Minions for no ſervices bur ſlavery 
end luxury were exalted, when offices were not conferred on 
foreſecne vertue and honeſt deſert, bur were bought and ſold; 
when honours that ought to be the rewards of vertue, were by 


gold purchaſed, and they onely deemeg fir Subjects for both,thac 
_— were 
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were caſie to be corrupted, ſuch as had ſtupid conſciences, & would 
ſuffer their maſters to undertak any diſhonelt employmenc.He that 
wiſhes for former times wiſhes for ſuch times wherein it had beene 
much better for a manto ler goe his right or inheritance,tho 

never ſo apparantly his, to any varlet that would have laid but 
any colorable claime to it, rather chen have bin wurried by Court 
Maſtives, 8 eaten to the bare bones by griping Judges and avari- 
tious Lawyers ; wherein a murder in one man was not ſo muck 
puniſhed as a word in another, wherein a poore man was banged 
for ſtealing food for his neceſſitie, and a luxurious Courier of 
whom the world was never like co have any other fruits but 
oathes and ſtabbes,could be pardoned after the killing the ſecond 
or third man : whetein in a word, knaves were ſer upon honeſt 
mens ſhoulders, all looſeneſſe was countenanced, and vertue and 
pietie quite out of faſhion : In theſe times, who kepr them'elves ſo 
ſteddy as the Puritan, who oppoſed againſt thoſe exorbirant cour- 
ſes,and by thac meanes who ſmarted more then they : ſure 
I thinke their ſufferings are yet in each mans memory, who bur 
they,or they eſpecially withſtood all Church innovarions, and

all Our good Subjedts : To this end obfcrving that many miſtakes 
have ariſen by the Meffaves, Vetittons and Anfwers bet wrxt Us and

How con- 
trary the proceedings are of theſe great Aſſertors of the publique Li- 
berties, appears tully by the fad inſtances they every day give inthe 
pundring by Publick warrant, the Houſes of all ſuch whoſe Duty, 
Conſcience,and Loyalty hath engaged them in our Quarrell, which 
every good man ought to make his owne. By their declaring allPer- 
ſons to be out of the ProteQion of Parliament(and ſo expoling them 
tothe fury of their Souldiers ) who will not aſſiſt this Rebellion a- 
gain(t Vs, their anointed King, by the dayly outrages committedin 
Yorkſhire, when contrary to the defire and agreement of thatCounty 
(ſigned under the hands of both partyes) they will not ſuffer the 
Peace to be kept, but that the diſtractions and Cenfufion' may be 
univerſall overthe whole Kingdom,dire& their Governour of Hull 
to make Warr upon our good Subjects in that County, and ſocon-. 
tinue the robbing and plundring the Houſes of all ſuch who concur 
not with them in this Rebellion. Laſtly,by the barbarous,ſacrilegious 
Inhumanity exerciſed by their Souldicrs in Churches, as in Canter 
bury, Worceſter, Oxford, and other Places, where they committed 
{uch unkcard of outreges, as lewes, and Atheiſts, neverpractifed be- 
fore. God in his good time will make them examples of his ven- 
cance. 
: Weneverdid, norever ſhall deſire to ſecure the Authors and In- 
ttrumentsof any miſchicts to the Kingdom from the Iuſtice of Par- 
liament;We deltre all fuch Perfons may bee . me on to coN- 
digne puniſhment by that Rule web 18 or ought to be, the Rule of 
all puniſhment,the known Law ofthe Land,Ifthere have ſeemedto 
be any interruption in proceedings of this nature,it maſt be remem- 
bred, how lopg Perſons have been kept under generall Accuſations, 
withouttryall, though carneſtly delired, that the Members who 
were properly to judge ſuch Accuſations have by violence been dri- 
ven thence, or could not with honour and lafety be preſent at ſuch

And tor the Pnviledges of Parliament We have ſaid ſo mych and 
upon ſuch reaſons, (which have never been anſwered but by bare 
politive Aſſertions) in Our leverall Declarations;that We may well, 
and doe (till uſe the ſame —— That We dclire God may is 
deale with Us and Our Poſterity, as We deſire the preſervation of 
the juſt Rights of Parliament; the violation whereof intruth by 
theſe deſperate Perſons is focleerly known to all men who under- 
ſtand the Priviledgesof Parliament, that theirrage and malice hath 
not been greater to Our Perſon and Governement then to the Liber- 
ty, Priviledge,and very being of Parliaments, witneſſe their putting 
in, putting out,and ſuſpending what Perſons they pleaſe, as they like 
or diſlike their opinions, their bringing do:y/n the Tumults to aſſault 
the Members,and awe the Parliament,their polting and proſecuting 
ſuch Members of cither Houſe as concurred not with them in their 
Deſignes, and fo driving them from thence for the ſafety of their 
lives, their denying Us,againſt the known,cſtabliſhed Law, and the 
Conſtitution of the Kingdome, to have 4 11egative voice, without 
which no Parliament.can conſiſt, their making cloſe Committees;

By theſe groſle, unhcard-at 
Incaſions and breaches of the Priviledges of Parliament,(and with- 
out them they could not have done the other) They made way for 
their Attempts upon the Law of the Land, and the [ntroduRti 
of chat uolinited, Arbitrary Power which they have ſince exer- 
ciſedto the intolerable damage and confuſion of the whole King- 
dome. And We affure Our good Subjedts, the vindication of theie 
juſt Liberties and Priviledges of Pachament, thus violated by thelc 
menyis notHefſe the Argument of Our Provene Quarter andnderta- 
km hen Our owne Honour, Iotergft, and $ Wery's theſe being no 
ſo ſecurely tobe preſerved , as by preſerving Parliaments and 
their jul Priviledgcs..

the firſt Jurerto hinder the performance of the ſubſequent

lived amongſt) as the only caſe where there is no ſtronger 
remedy, it being Gods pleaſure that the firſt ſeeds of the 
Goſpel ſhould bee watered with the blood of his Saints 
But now for the major part to ſtand ſtill, whilſt this bad 
King and his worſe Councellors plots their mine, ſeeking 
to pervert all Law and Juſtice , had proved them rather 
ſheep than men, who will ſuffer one filly Butcher to lead 
thouſands of them to be kild and ſhorn. 

Had the King of Spazne beenasked at the gladſome day 
of his Crownation, whether he meant after to have proved 
a Tyrant, hee would: have denide it under a farre greater 
curſe than the looſing of an earthly Kingdom ; and if the 
people had foreſeen what they let in, their acclamations 
of joy had been turned into feareſull proteſtations ot his 
preſent deſtruction. We ſee in Rehoboam (who was yet 
{o good as to'tell them at firſt what they were ever afrer 
to. truſt re) 2 formall (and I thiak), go unlawfull procee- 
ding; The whole Common-wealth makes their juit com- 
platnt ta this chere new King z he rejeRs them not oply, but 
threarens; that hereafter they ſhail have greater cauſe to 
complaine g' This proves him. a! foole and unworthy to 
reign , if it dothynor quire free them from all imputation 
that can be laidon them for their revolt : Bur if che afſu- 
rance they had, that our blefſed Saviour ſhould come out 
of the houſe of Dqurid, male them 1gexcuſable for abag- 
doning it quitc,agd taking another our of whoſe loynes 
they could nor exp. this bl:Ming, it is no objection 
here; for this inceſtucus Prince was likelicr to prove the

father 6&7 Antichriſt as be was his ProteAor , than of any 
good either to Church or Common-wealth. 

When the Nation of the [ewes was ſo frantick 2s to fall 
out with thac happy Government God had ſet over them, 
wherein the moſt vertuous not the moſt noble did com- 
mand, and asked a King afterthe example of the Heathen 
that dwelt round about them, he ſatisfied their requeſts, 
but told them withall, the goodly qualities that are to 
be expeRed in moſt Kings, which they could not deleeve, 
it not ſeeming probable that Sau! who was fo modeſi ay ro 
hide himfelfe intheir ſtoffe , ſhould one day grow fo im- 
podent as totake it away from the true Owners, whereas 
tis Predeceſlors before their deaths , rfiade Proteſtation 
of innocency {o farre as to aske their fubje&s, whoſe Oxe 
erwhoſe Aﬀe they had taken by fraud or oppreſſion; bur 
this was a modeſty ſo much below the Span1erd, that hee 
was not aſhamed todemandthe tenth peny every one way 
worth, 

Yet not content to ſpoyle them of their hee 
brovght the heads of the chiefeſt of the Nobility under 
the hand ofthe Hangman, and as if this had been tooeaſic 
an yoak;, he ſought to bring in the Inquifttion which is 2 
repreſentationof hell. 

Chriſt bids his Diſciptes when they are perſecured in 
one City,to flie to the next, and the Apoſtles barred their 
doores againſt the High-Pricſts, which was all the humane 
fortification they had : And can any think that theſe poor 
people, baving better wals and ſtronger gafes,may nor ſk ut 


them to keep out not onely Tyrannie but moſt wicked 
and pon Arheiſme,

e Text ſhewes that a ſtrong man in reaſon ought not 
tO be bound but by one more mighty ; for Religiondoth 
rot overthrow nature , wheſechiefcſ principle is to pre-

ſerve her ſclfe, but reftraines ir from offcring violence to 
Others, teaching us when we may imploy our ſtrength in 
the defence of God and our Neighbour. 

If they had found their King fo diſtempercd in the 
ſtreets that he oppoſed his ſword to all ke met, with an in- 
tentto deſtroy them z, had they been ill ſubj<&s to wring 
it out of his hand, ſhuttiog bim up till he might be better 
adviſed, it being the bloody effetts of drink they oppoſed, 
and not thoſe of a iuſt Monarch > Now no wine ever 
produced more horrid events, than wilfulnefle to continue 
and mainraine his own and others unbridled paſſions. 

Therefore it was not a lawfull King they reſiſted, but 
Tyrannie, which was expreſt in covetouſneſle, oppreſſion, 
and cruelty,wbich are not only inſufferable in government, 
but tobe oppoſed whereſoever they are found : For if one 
wan be ſo mad as to command things outof reaſon, it 
doth not follow that the whole Nation ſhould be ſo foo- 
liſhas to obey bim. 

= S it bee objcaed; he m_ — _ 
taught dy ſo many $s experience how. better to be- 
have bimſclie tomende his people z-it may be anſwered, 
that the ſame tra of time hath learned the Natives more 
wit than to ſubmit themſelves to the diſpolicion of a 
ſtrenger, who uſeth bis naturall ſubjects like ſlaves, and ru- 
leth the reftof the world witha rodot iron, ; 

Yet were bee that claimes this Soveraigntyat this pre- 
ſent, vertuous and a juſt Prince, yet be is morrall ; whereas 
this regiment they have eſtabliſhed can never die unlelle 
they poyſonit with the cancagionof fiane, andcivill dif- 
ſention amongſt themſclves: And _— beleeve if ble(- 
ſedS.

1 doe not meare to extoll {this government before 
others, knowing, it is as great fault in me to condemne 
Monarchy, aS it is in them to cry it up, whom God hath 
{ct under a freer diſcipline z nay I may truly ſay,it bumane 
frailry could admit a ſucceſhon of good Kings, there 
were no compariſon, power being ever more glorious in 
One than it is divided : The Komars being in danger did 
create an Officer in equa!l authority with a Prince z and 
though "ſar did after ſhew them that a wholſome medi- 
cine tora fick body may prove poyſon ro one in health , 
yer he that is able ro keepup a falling Common-wealth 
may rather complaine of want of vertue than power, it hee 
ſuffers one to faile that bath (as this was) beene built to 
his handsy Neither is there ſo much roome for faQions 
inthe Governmentof one who ſtreight quencherh ſuch as 
are kindled in ſubordinate powers, or if he keeps them ſy! 
lizhted he uſeth|trbem for Beakens to ſhew where any diſ- 
order ariſcth; And though theſe Provinces ſtand upon 
more legs thanrwo , yet they keep the ſhadow of a Mo- 
narchy in the Princeof Orange, there being ſomething in 
government, that cannot decently bee communicated to 
more than One. 

The reigne of a good King reſembles that of Heaven, 
over which there is but one God,for he is no lefſe beloved 
of the vertuous than teared of the bad ; The moneys hee 
takes from i gpl he returnes them againe double in 
the rich commadiries of peace and plenty ; being more 
carefull roreſtoze what nyeceſlity harh cauſed him ro aske, 
than to bi bem above their abilirics only to fatisfic 
bis prodigality and covetoulneſle. 

For the two parts Of juſtice, reward and puniſtimerr, he 
uſeth the one no more aban may Incourage his people in 
verrue, nor the later bus to deterre them from vice : His 

| power 
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ower is never imployd , but to the honour or ſafety of 
his people. Or if at any time hee is compelled to tarne 
it rowards his own, hee doth ic out of pity to thereſt, 
rather than in paſſion againſt ſuch as have offended : He 
is not ſoglad of the mul , as ſorry for him that deſerved 
it , deliring rather to wane money than rhart his peopſe 
(hevld abound in impicties ; therefore he chuſcth rather 
to ſupply the neceſlicy of his ſervants out of bis own Re- 
venues, than by rhe faults of the gailty , which he im+ 
ployes 1n pious uſes, by which he gaines prayers not only 
for himſelfe bur for ſuch as baving offended ſtand in 
more need, 

As bc is not blind towards an apparant injury, ſo hee is 
aS willing to heare a uſtdefence, and becauſe he knowes 
himſelfe co be a man that may erre, he is ready to paſle 
by ſuch faults as only proceed out of ggnorarce or infirmi- 
ty, being in this like God , who may give way to puniſh- 
ment, never io paſſion, 

Thovgh he be out of the reach of the! Judges juriſdiRi- 
on, yet he thinks it as much his duty to obſerve the Lawes 
as the meaneſt of his ſubjes z and where they are inter- 
poſed between himand his will, he makes a conſcience to 
break through them,c huſing rather ro diminiſh his power 
than his juſtice. 

Becauſe the Court tongues are for the moſt part ript 
with fatterygbedeligbrs to call the great Councellefthe 
Kingdome, conſiſting of the three Eſtats, bywhich he is 
not onely made privie to their grievances, but ſupplide 
with a lawſull courſe to cure his own, which are the lefle 
by reaſi-a of bis frugality , uſing bis pleaſures ſo as they 
rather ſerve co refreth him than weary his people. 


And for the Church hee leaves it wholly tothe govern» 
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m-rt of the Clergy, onely r. fetving the cf:.Gyce of the 
mcnto himſ lie or the peCp'e, in which VE 1» {Oo carefſull 
that Fee mikes all Eccletiifhicall prefer nents nnly re 
war's Of nicty and vercue, 3nd rot Ot particulir ſervices 
done to him not accepiing any for their 0:yn commen- 
CatORS ard forward efſe, wich ic N- for tc bale reſpeR 
Ot mORLY Of pitts, which 1534 tt27e that makes both giver 
21d taker cqually cuipadie, and doth fo fare the cunſcis 
ences of ſuch torlworn vretchies that they are ever after 
fit inftruracnts for nothi; © but wrreligion , tyrannic, and 
COVCLOUſin (T4 : Bur 2 COUU P; ice bccauſe he knowes that 
example can re2ch lower than precept,co:Þ alwayes pre- 
terre Cuties af holicucfle before choſe of conveniency and 
pleaſure, ſuffering none but works of r.eceſhty to inter- 
ruprt ſuch as belong to the worſhipof God, And it any 
ting be innovated ty reſpet of Ceremony ( which 15 ne- 
rer Tut upon an urgent Occaſion) ib is with ſuch caution 
3S if he were tochange the f:ſhion of the Crowne. 

A!l muſt cpnfeſſe that this is the true complexion ot 
a naturall and good P:inces and though humane frailty 
and worldly occaſions doe ſometimes ſmut the beſt go- 
vernments with the omitionot ſome ofthem, yet he that 
feares quite contrary to this courſe, mult in the end ex- 
pet ſhipwrack of the whole Kinglom or to have the 
Scepter ſ\narched out of his hands as this P»:l-p had, who 
was {o farre from the tender thoughts of a naturall Prince 
towards the Low-Countreys , that hee proſecuted them 
with ſo much violence and cruelty, that they could not be 
diſcerned from his encmies,but by their owne patierice and 
unwillingneſle to offend or make reſiſtance. 

For ſuch penall Lawes as were Only hung up like (ſhewils 
in Forreſts t9 keep the Raſcals out of the corne, he turned 
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(11) 
into traps by which he infnared the whole Heard ; and 
in heu of adviſing with the State for the good of his 
Kingdom, he aſſembles a few upſtarts , who projeRed no- 
_ but meanes tO get moneys and tO ruine the King- 

Ome, 

Reward came as farre ſhort of deſert as puniſhments ex- 
ceeced the mirit of faul:sz yet whilſt the Natives oncly 
tclr his left hand of juſtice, thoſe Spaniards that opprelt 
them, did wallow in all ſenſuallity without any feare ei- 
therof Godor man z his promiſe was ſo ordinarily bro- 
ken, that it grewto aſſure rothing but his own perdition, 
Or it atany time he obſerved ir, it was Out of no more 
Religion than to bee the better able to break it another 
time wiih the greater advantage. 

His cruelty was ſuch as he thought clemency the greateſt 
fav!t in a Vice Roy, this made him pick out the Duke 
da Ala, who might have been eſtecmed worſe than his 
M aſtcr, but that he intailed thoſe oppreſ” ions wholly upon 
himſclſe, by refuſing toredrefle them when his poore Sub- 
jets by peutions acquainted him with their to well known 
calamiries. 

In ſteadof juſtice, here was nothing but killing and con- 
filcationson the one fide, and prayers, petitions and pitiy” 
fullcomplaints©n the other ; couſcience was fo little ſet 
by , that the profir came in by the execution of inno- 
cents, mace the havgmans place equall to the Chan- 
ccllours. 

Hee delt by the Lawes as Sampſon did by his new cords, 
ſhaking them off and ſaying, that the approach of the 
enemy and reaſon of State , could not admit the tedious 
delayes that the Cuſtoms and Rights of the Kingdorre 


required : therefore hee muſt procure treaſures by all 
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m:anes, were they never ſo vnjuſt or ur«equall z Thus 
zhe ſlicepe were rold that they were in danger to bee 
dcvorred, when the Wolfe ( God knowes) was Onely 
hee ſhould have bcere their ſheepheard, 2nd theirene- 
mies thoſe that in all reaſon ſhould have proteRed 
them. 

Executions were ſo frequent, and of thoſe fo well 
known to be friends to their Countrey, that few came 
ro ſee them but Spaniards that delighted in blood; but 
if any of the Natives were there, they could nor behold 
them for tezres, which were wreſted from them rather out 
of pity to themſelvesthen the parties z who were to goe 
the fame way,prto live a life more wretched. 

Thus did this Tyrant make his Miniſters murtherers, the 
crimes forwhich they died _—_ ſobarcly pretended,that 
their innOcency could nor be hid from the Hangman, and 
if any think this an Hyperboly , let them but turn cver 
the Stories ofichoſe times which exprefle the crueities of 
that King, and|he ſhall fnde that the numbers of thoſe he 
bath flzin harder to be counted than believed, 

Now thoughthe diſtubing of theſe maſtcer-Bees might 
in all reaſon and equity bave brought the whole Swarme 
about theircares, yet they ſtirrdrot ill he ſought ro bri 
iothe Inquiſition of Sparre, by which hee might have 
exerciſed no lefſe cruelty over their ſoules, than he had 
formally doneovertheir bodies andeſtates, yet this be- 
ing done, he intended notto havereſted here , bur if it had 
been poſſible, to augment their miſery, and that failing, 

be would have wept with _4/exazder, that there was no 
more roorTe left him for Tyranny and miſchieſe. 

Why ſhould the Prince of Orange need then to have 


made ſo large an Apology for oppoſing this Monſter, 
when

when inreafon there was more place empty for an ex- 
cuſe that kee was indured fo long > Neither is it his 
being a free Prince that makes himinnocent, but Philips 
being a Tyrant,which by the Laws of God,all wiſe Na- 
tions, deprived him of regall authority. 

The Papiſts mzintaine 1n divers of their writings,that 
the Biſhop of Kome may depoſe any King for mi. 
demeanour towards himſelfe, and encroachment upon 
Cturch Priviledges ; and ſhall any queſtion the con- 
{entof a whole Kingdome, which in effec is a generall 
Councell, or nothing leſle > As a Kiog is to be obeyed 
11 all duty, fo a I yrant isto be perſecuted with all ri- 
gour ; for though one word in Latine may exprefſe 
ihem both, yer they are quite contrary inthe ſenſe of 
the people, that have experimenredboth, the firlt being 
Cods V icegerent, the other the Devils. 

And for oathes takea to ſuch Prince s, they binde no 
longer than hee is true to that himſelte rooke at his 
Crownation : it being ever the intention on both ſides, 
where a reciprocall vow is made, that one breaking, the 
other is free; as between man and wife, partyand par- 
ty. And incaſe a Tyrant ſhall compell (ubjesro rake 
an Oath to him, it bindcs no more than that made to 2 
thicfe or a murcherer, only for fearc of death, or to pur- 
chaſe liber:y , yet, 2s I ſayd before, it 1s NOt lawfull for 
every private ſpirit to fly ito the boſom of his Prince, 
and afſaſinate him, uponevery report of Tiraniſme,ſor 
he is no competent judge, de he of never ſo great a qua- 
lity. elſe a King was the moſt miſerable man living, Iy-, 
ing at the mercy ofcvery deſperate fellowes cenſure, 

But if once the major or moſt conſiderable part have. 


denounced him to be an enemy tothe State, thenthe: 
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caſe is altered, 2s it was with Nero, and thoſe of his 
ranck : Neither doth ſuch a one give his Judges leave 
to obſerve the Oathes they make to pertorme their du- 
ties ro Gcd abd Man, becauſe hee commands things 
contrary to Law ; ifa King ſend for a poo'e innocent 
man with an itltent to kill him, ſhould hee forfeit his 
allepearce to © od, and his duty to his Prince it he 
kept away > - 

[ know there is great diftcrence betweene provi-

be ſo ſimple to think, that David wou'd nor have cut 
his owne paſſge through the middett ot them and 
ifinthe attempt the King had fallen, the faulc had 
only laine upon bis indiſcretion for atcempring to 
perſecute an Innocent z yet it appeares both by Di. 
wids lamenration , and the people that would after 
have ſer up his ſonne, that Sar? was not thought a 
Tyrant, 

This is more plaine in /ehs, all the men of warre 
were aſſembled to treate abour matters of State, and 
in all likelihood did at that time reſolve to endure the 
oppreſſion of | /eſabel no longer , when the Propher 
comes and aſſures the ſucceſle ; wee cancor noy ex. 
pe& meſſages from Heaven, neither was this left for 
any other reaſon than an example to follow : The 
ſame cauſes being in juſtice liable to the ſame effects 
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in reſpe& of puniſhment , where the circumſlance 
agrees : if a caſe be once determined by the major pare 
ot the Judges. it 1s after held for Law, aid ſoreported,;

After King Richard the third had removed his Ne-

:n the blood of the inn cen, he was kild by Henry 
the ſeventh, and ro ſhew how wel! God approved of 
the 2, he hath ill ſuffered bis line to (ic as undoub- 
ted Kings In the ſame I brone : Now hee that was fo 
u7.naiurall ro Kill his owae {onne, as this Philip King 
Of Sparxe did, would never have {pared his brothers 
bai they ſtood in his way. 

Neither is it to be doubted , but divers that went 
with Hexry the ſeventh had raken the Oath of Alle- 
geance to Hrichard, yer we doe not finde that any de- 
m:nded pardon of the Pope, or were enjoyned pe- 
nince, though the ſuperſtition of thoſe times would 
never have omitted chat complement, it it had line 
yu50n the couſcience of any as a fault. Neither would 
the Church-men, that were covcrous enough then, 
have paſt by ſuch an opportunity of caine, elpecially 
the Bithop of Rome, not having, freed the Sudjeas Ot 
England fromtheir oath of odeJiei.cc to King Richard, 
they being in caſes of conſcience as nice as the Pro- 
reſtants.

| legallpradations that canbeexpeRed, either from Rea- 
ſon orReligion, in the expulſion of a Tyragr ; Burt leſt 
I ſhould fall into the ſame fault 1 blame in the Prince of 
Orange, which is,to0 long a defence for what deſerves 
no blame, I end, defiring Almighty God, that no 
Chriſtian mon recth may have the like cauſe.
